New York Section: The regu- 
lar mid-winter luncheon meeting 
was held at the Hotel Pennsylvania, 
New York, N. Y., on Friday Decem- 
ber 27, 1929. George A. Cooper, 
Bureau of Standards, Washington, 
D. C., read the following paper; 
“Simplification and the Water 
Works Industry.” This paper 
dealt with the growth of interest 
in simplified methods and their 
value to water works men. George 
W. Fuller, Consulting Engineer 
New York, N. Y., who attend 
the World Engineering Congress at 
Tokyo, Japan, gave an interesting 


talk on his trip. 


In Detroit all city departments 
are doing their best to keep their 
full crews employed as far as possi- 


ble during the winter months, 
thereby relieving the unemploy- 


ment situation in that city which is 
rather acute owing to the slowing 
up of automobile production. 
Frank H. Stephenson, Engineer of 
the Water System, Detroit, ad- 
vises that his department has just 
let a contract for about 9000 feet 
of 66 inch steel pipe and in order 
to encourage the contractor to 
work all winter they are paying a 
premium of approximately 10 per 
cent of the contract price for each 
foot of pipe laid in the trench be- 
fore April 1, 1930. 


The following is a recent interest- 
ing newspaper item: “Just a cen- 
tury ago last year, James Simpson, 
engineer of the Chelsea Water 
Company, constructed at London, 
in 1829, the first filter for a public 
water supply. In 1829 the germ 
theory of disease was still unknown, 
and Simpson’s filter was built to 
perform the office of a mechanical 
strainer for the purpose of removing 
turbidity from the water. This 
filter is still in service. The puri- 
fication of water supplies, probably 
the most valuable single measure 
ever developed for the protection 
of health, has been the chief factor 
in the great reduction in typhoid 
in the United States, and its general 
adoption throughout the world has 
saved many thousands of lives.”
